WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 22, March 1, and March 8, 2002 to 


review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive

A. Housing Element: Workforce Housing Program 


REVISIONS: To revise text regarding affordable housing units for new residential 
developments. The revisions are numbered below, and shown with the added 
text underlined, and the deleted text struck-out. 


Objective 1.5 Concentrations of Affordable Housing 


1. NEW Policy 1.5-c:_ _By December 2003, the County shall consider establishing a 
workforce housing program to require that new residential developments provide a 
percentage of housing units for lower income households, as a means to meet 
affordable housing needs and to disperse that needed housing in the unincorporated 
County. The Board of County Commissioners shall appoint an advisory group to provide 
recommendations to the Board regarding the viability of such a program and appropriate 
program parameters. 


The evaluation shall address specific parameters, including but not limited to: 


threshold size of affected development; 
program implementation area; 

unit types; 

household income levels; 

appropriate density increase; 

resale controls: 

physical unit requirements; and, 
mitigation options.
